Also,  those  that  selected  a certain  province  as  their  destination  of  choice  on  their  permanent  residence 
application  are  not  required  to  move  to  the  province  indicated.  This  means  that  there  could  potentially 
be  data  missing  due  to  immigrants  indicating  once  province  as  their  destination  and  then  actually 
moving  to  another. 

The  annualized  percentage  change  in  immigration  from  1997  to  2007  for  the  Mackenzie  Region  was 
-0.7%.  The  annualized  percentage  growth  from  1997  to  2007  for  Alberta  was  4.8%.  The  total  change

According  to  Statistics  Canada’s  census  data,  the  Mackenzie  Region’s  employment  rate  for  the 
working  age  population  of  15  years  and  older  was  62.4%  in  2006  and  the  participation  rate  was 
66.8%.

In  2006,  the  Mackenzie  Region’s  employment  rate  for  the  15  to  24  year  old  age  group  was  50.4% 
and  the  participation  rate  was  55.2%.  In  the  same  year,  the  unemployment  rate  for  the  working 
age  population  of  15  years  and  older  was  6.7%  and  the  unemployment  rate  for  the  15  to  24  year 
old  age  group  was  8.7%.  Alberta  had  the  lowest  unemployment  rate  of  all  provinces  in  2006  at 
3.4%  - well  below  the  national  average  of  6.3% 

Between  2006  and  2007,  the  number  of  people  employed  in  Alberta  grew  by  4.7%  or  by  88,700. 
During  the  same  period,  the  number  of  people  employed  grew  by  about  289,000  or  17.2%  in 
Alberta. 


In  2007,  Alberta  made  up  10.3%  of  Canada’s  working  age  population  (15+  years),  and  the 
province  created  just  under  one-quarter  or  23.2%  of  all  new  jobs  in  Canada.  Alberta  created 
nearly  as  many  new  jobs  as  Ontario  (88,700  vs  101,100),  which  has  more  than  three  times  the 
working  age  population  of  Alberta.

In  2006,  the  average  individual  income  for  all  taxfilers  for  the  Mackenzie  Region  was  $29,665,  a 
14.7%  increase  from  2005.  The  percentage  of  taxfilers  that  reported  an  individual  gross  income  of 
$100,000  and  over  was  4.8%. 


In  2006,  the  average  couple  (defined  as  married  or  common  law)  income  for  all  taxfilers  for  the 
Mackenzie  Region  was  $77,920,  a 20.5%  increase  from  2005.  The  percentage  of  taxfilers  that 
defined  themselves  as  a couple  and  reported  an  income  of  $100,000  and  over  was  23.0%.

In  2007,  the  total  building  permit  value  for  the  Mackenzie  Region  decreased  by  10.1%  from  2006  to  an 
estimated  $40.0  million,  and  was  13.9%  below  the  10-year  average  of  $46.5  million.  Between  2006  and 
2007,  the  residential  building  permit  value  for  the  region  decreased  by  32.6%  to  $17.3  million. 

In  2007,  the  number  of  total  housing  starts  in  the  Mackenzie  Region  decreased  by  21 .5%  from  2006  to 
113  units.  The  2007  number  of  starts  was  24.7%  below  the  10-year  average  of  150.  The  number  of 
single  family  housing  starts  in  the  Mackenzie  Region  fell  7.9%  from  2006  to  105  units.

In  2007,  60.5%  of  all  business  establishments  with  employees  in  the  Mackenzie  Region  were  classified 
in  the  services-producing  sector  which  includes  such  industries  as  Retail  Trade,  Accommodation  and 
Food  Services,  and  Public  Administration. 


From  2006  to  2007,  the  number  of  establishments  with  employees  in  the  Mackenzie  Region  increased 
by  7.1%  (a  gain  of  58  establishments).  Between  2002  and  2007,  the  number  of  establishments  with 
employees  for  all  industries  in  the  Mackenzie  Region  increased  by  147  establishments. 

From  2006  to  2007,  the  goods-producing  sector  in  the  Mackenzie  Region  saw  a net  increase  of  9.1%

7 Income  (2006) 

Individual  Income:  Gross  income  for  individuals  filing  income  tax  in  Alberta  in  2006. 

Couple  Income:  Gross  income  for  people  that  defined  themselves  as  married  or  common  law 
when  filing  the  income  tax  in  Alberta  in  2006. 

8 Per  Capita  Building  Permit  Value  ($)  - Total  value  of  building  permits  for  a region  divided  by 
its  population.  

9 Establishments  with  Employees  - Business  establishments  are  presented  by  the  North 

American  Industrial  Classification  System  (NAICS)  industry  codes.  Commercial  industries  are 
included  as  are  several  in  the  public  sector  (schools,  universities,  hospitals,  government  offices, 
churches,  service  clubs,  etc.) 

10  Small  Business  Establishments  - Business  establishment  with  less  than  49  employees  and 
at  least  one  employee.  This  does  not  include  individuals  that  are  self-employed. 

11  Major  Projects  - As  of  December  2008,  a list  of  major  development  projects  in  Alberta  that 
are  valued  at  $5  million  or  more  that  are  planned,  currently  under  construction  or  recently 
completed.  Project  data  is  obtained  from  public  information  sources.  Updated  information  is 
added  monthly,  print  edition  is  updated  quarterly. 
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
